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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
following issues were discussed: 
-solvate in the claim language, 

-applicants attorney agreed to cancel claims 5,6 and 13, if the case is condition of allowance, 
-applicants attorney ageed to amend the claim 12, 

-examiner mentioned claim 7 is subjected to 112 1st paragraph rejection, since broad claim language of method of 
treatment, 

- applicants agreed to amend the claims, for example, first four lines of claim 1 will be replaced by:
